Claude Pepper, D Fla., 
savsCongress can rescue many 
older workers from a Supreme 
Court ruling which might force 
them into retirement. 
Pepper, chairman of the 
House Committee on Aging and 
author of a bill that plugs a big 
loophole m the current law, 
called the court’s 7-2 ruling 
Monday “ unfortunate.” 
But the lawmaker, who is 77 
himself 
said House Senate 
conferees must gel together 
early in the new year to agree 
on legislation and send it to 
President Carter 
In an opinion by Chief Justice 
Warren Burger, the court ruled 
that 
under 
the 
1967 
Age 
Discrimination in Employment 
Act designed to protect em­ 
ployees between 40 and 65, a 
worker can be forced into early 
retirement 
under a 
pension 
plan m effect before {wssage of 
the law. 
Burger relied on a provision 
that employers may “ observe 
the terms ot a bona fide ... 
benefit 
plan 
such 
as 
a 
retirement, pension or insur­ 
ance plan which is not a sub 
terfuge” for discrimination. 
“ Inordinary parlance, and in 
dictionary definitions as well, a 
subterfuge is a scheme, plan, 
strategem or artifice of evu 
sion,” Burger said, and it must 
be assumed Congress intended 
this ordinary meaning. 
P e p p e t 
d 1 s a g r e e d 
vehemently 
in 
a 
press 
statement saying “ the majority 
opinion runs counter to the 
congressional 
intent 
... 
and 
exposes millions ol competent 
workers to the threat of forced 
retirement before the age of 
65.” 
The Floridian urged people 
compelled to retire to re-apply 
for their old jobs, because the 
current law forbids age dis 
crimination in hiring 
‘‘Since th»* retired person is 
surely qualified to perform his 
or her former job, such action 
could neutralize this unfortu­

Paint over splatters

PO LLY'S PR O BLEM 


DEAR POLLY — We would appreciate it if 
someone could tell us how to rem ove dried on white 
latex house paint from the shingles on our house. 
While painting the window and door fram es som e of 
the paint dribbled and splattered on to the dark green 
shingles leaving noticeable stains. Is there anything 
that will take them off? - M R.and MRS.D W. 
DEAR MR.and MRS.D.W. — The cure might leave 
you in worse shape than you are in now. There is a 
commercial latex paint cleaner sold at paint dealers 
that will dissolve the latex that has to be scrubbed 
off. But what is this going to do to the finish on the 
shingles? The green may, and doubtless will, come 
off, too. I discussed your problem with a large paint 
firm and the general conclusion seemed to be that 
the safest way to remedy your problem would be to 
try to match the green of the shingles and then paint 
over the splatters and splashes. Sorry not to have a 
more encouraging answer but some problems just 
do not have them. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY 
My answ er is for the reader who 
wanted to know what she could m ake with the m any m en’s 
neckties she had. This is NOT a new idea as I am 45 years 
old and my g ran d fath er’s wife taught me how to create a 
skirt out of discarded ties. She had seen one of her p are n t’s 
servants m ake these in St. Thom as, V.I. 
I suppose I was one original “ hippie” as my m other was 
appalled that I would even think of w earing such a thing. 
Cut the ties open, iron, m easure your desired skirt length 
leaving enough for a hem. This is a lot of work but well 
worth the effort I think Cut off the top and then join ties 
together by m achine stitching. A beautifully flared skirt 
results that has a pointed hem. A ttach a w aistband and put 
zipper in opening. Such a skirt m ust be com pletely lined. — 
ESTHER. 
DEAR POLLY — I have a lovely long skirt that I m ade 
with discarded ties. Mine required 36 to 38 ties and alw ays 
creates a lot of interest when I w ear it. I hand sewed the 
ties together, added a w aistband and sewed two ties 
together for a tiebelt. This left the gently flaring bottom in 
points. The skirt could have been m achine stitched and the 
ties could have been opened but m ine is like a model I saw 
that was priced a t $250. — ALTA.

Inflation 


Contem porary societies, served or m isserved 
by the printing press, have been able to dispense 
w ith the necessity of acquiring actual physical 
w ealth in order to overexpand the money supply 
But the basic cause and effect relationship holds 
as true today as it did w ay back then 
The effect has been a rise in the cost of living, 
witfi which we are all too fa m ilia r, which tran 
slates into a decline in the value of currency, as 
ttie dollar fias been doing for quite a few years 
now It has a lot of company. The first rule of 
currencies is that over the long term they 
decline 
T h ere is a notable exception or two, 
the 
standout being the East Roman E m p ire ’s bezant 
which retained its value for seven centuries. The 
d o lla r’s perform ance is much truer to historical 
form , however 
Is inflation harm ful? 
That depends, p rim a rily on the degree and the 
health of an economy otherwise. A little inflation 
is one way of getting a stagnating or reces­ 
sionary 
economy 
moving 
again, 
a 
rem edy 
several recent incoming D em ocratic ad m in is­ 
trations have applied 
The modern industrial world has adjusted to 
persistent creeping inflation generally defined 
as not exceeding six percent. Some economists 
see this as not only tolerable but desirable, 
providing stimulus to growth without outpacing 
an economy’s capacity to adjust 
('a n inflation be forecast accurately? 
Not 
really Too many factors and their in terrelatio n­ 
ship too unpredictable to perm it the economic 
future to be read with certainty. An expert study 
of the ev idence availab le still winds up, as does 
the Journal, with a prediction of “ m aybe ” 
What can we really do about inflation? 
Learn to live with it. 


! he W all Street Journal had some good news 
for us the other day 
“ In flation, 
it reported, “has seldom been 
under better control than it has been lately " The 
c onsumer price index during recent months has 
been going up at an annual rate of 4 percent, 
< om fortably short of the 6 percent considered 
inflationary Prices of key industrial item s such 
as steel have held steady. 
But w ait, don’t relax yet T h e re ’s more 
I t ’s not likely to last, warns the Journal W age 
increases, rising raw m aterial costs and an- 
iicipated congressional action on an energy bill. 
Social Security revision and a tax cut are among 
tfi“ economic om ens pointing to an inflationary 
upturn next year, possibly to the double-digit 
level 
10 percent and above That would put us 
right hack where we w ere in the early ’70s 
W ill it never end? 
Probably not 
A look at the record indicates 
inflation is one way of summ ing up civilized 
m an ’s economic experience It has been around 
os long as men have been doing business with 
each othei on a basis more sophisticated than

The United States, along with the Western 
\ ' »rid in general, has been in a state of eon- 
'Uing inflation since World W ar II And a case 
i ould be made that this is but the latest phase of 
an epochal trend dating back to the 15th century 
and the w ealth from the New World with which 
Spain flooded Europe 
That was inflation of a classic type with which 
societies back to the E gyptian and Sum erian 
have been fa m ilia r 
a sudden increase, from

By JO \NNE SCURF.IRER 
Will someone you love he 
spending Christmas in a nur 
smg home or hospital’’ Make a 
cheerful patchwork Christmas 
tree to hang on tin* wall, at the 
window or on the closet door 
These trees are easy to make, 
require no nviintenance and 
may be used year after yeai 
Furthermore, real Christmas 
trees are sometimes not fll 
lowed m health care institu 
tions, for many sensible rea 
sons and a patchwork tree 
should meet with no official 
objections. 
The following directions w ill 
make a nice tree about 30 
inches high and 25 inches w ide 
Cut your basic pattern piece 
from cardboard 
a perfect 
equilateral triangle, 5 inches on

Sew patches together, lol 
lowing diagram Take one halt 
inch seam allowance and make 
five rows of triangles Sew rows 
together to form tree The tree 
trunk is made from one full 
triangle and two half triangles 
Cut and stitch to tree I Ising the 
finished tree as a pattern, cut 
hacking and two layers ot quilt 
halting 
Place back on a flat surface, 
wrong side up Placing the two 
layers of padding on top and pin 
in place.
